Surv iv o r o f Sunken Ship 
Co mes Ba ck to Ha mlin 


This story concerns one of Ham­ 
lin’s real boy s, one whom most peo­ 
ple hav e known 
since 
his 
early 
childhood. . . . Thu rston Hav ens, now 
a fu ll-fledged, fu ll grown, hardened, 
tou gh and ready 
sailor, 
who 
has 
seen enou gh for a long lifetime. 
Thu rston Hav ens, fire controlman 
third class, a su rv iv or of the 
ill- 
fated USS Bristol, a famou s fight­ 
ing destroy er that was su nk in 
the 
Mediterranean, 35 miles from 
the 
North African shores on October 13, 
19 43. Thu rston Hav ens showed 
u p 
in Hamlin last Friday accompanied 
by his mother, Mrs. T. W. Hav ens 
of Hou ston, and now wre know how 
good it feels to greet a pal boy whom 
we thou ght for sev eral weeks had 
been lost in 
the 
cru el 
stru ggle. 
Thu rston came u p ju st to v isit his 
old friends, to see his sister’s baby 
and feel once more what it is like to 
be here in 
West 
Tex as—Hamlin, 
“where the skies are not clou dy all 
day .” 
Thu rston Hav ens has alway s fill­ 
ed a place in the world that makes 
one think him far older than he is 
. . . .he is not an old boy , ju st a mere 
22. We hav e watched this boy ev er 
since he was hardly able to lift 
a 
spoon fu ll of sand. He has alway s 
been a man. Later we saw him bu ck 
rocks, sand, cement, concrete, and 
nev er gru nt. We hav e had Thu rston 
help with the Herald on press ev e­ 
nings, and all along there was seen 
something more v alu able than gold. 
We enjby comforts in ou r home he 
helped bu ild, in ou r office he scorch­ 
ed in the hot su n to help erect ......... 
do y ou see now why we were 
so 
glad to greet a 
sailor 
like 
this? 
Take a look at Thu rston Hav ens. He 
has what it takes to make any old 
ship do what it does when it meets 
the enemy 
Thu rston v olu nteer­ 
ed his serv ices for the Nav y , 
was 
sent to the Great Lakes, applied for 
schooling in fire 
control, 
and 
of 
cou rse he made 
it. 
(Fire 
control 
means aiming and handling big gu ns 
on a ship). Thu rston was sent 
to 
the ocean, was 
placed 
aboard 
the 
Bristol, whose sailors say 
it 
was 
the “dam’est fightin’est ship on the 
waters.” He 
prowled 
the 
waters 
from the ice bergs of the north 
to 
the still warm waters of the tropics. 
He saw many shores, fou ght many 
battles and alway s came 
back 
to 
port safe and sou nd. Thu rston Ha­ 
v ens helped bring ov er 
the 
great 
French 
battleship 
Richeleu 
from 
Dakar, and ex perienced one of the 
greatest storms that has raged since 
we went to war. That ship is fight­ 
ing for u s now. Thu rston went with 
conv oy s 
to 
Casablanca, Gibraltar, 
Oran, Algiers, Tu nis, Sicily , and ev - 
ey rwhere it was a tight 
and 
the 
Bristol got ’em ev ery time. Thu rs­ 
ton said his ship was the first one 
to hu rl hot lead into the Germans 
at .Salerno Bay . A 
mine 
sweeper 
opened the way and their gu ns open­ 
ed u p on the Germans and ou r men 
went in and held. Thu rston said his 
good ship Bristol had ju st 
helped 
land a batch of “Amphibs” at Nap­ 
les, and was headed back to Africa, 
when abou t 4:28 A. M. they got a 
su b torpedo in mid-ship. 
Thu rston 
said he had ju st come in from his 
watch abou t 4:00 A. M. and since 
he had to assemble abou t 5:30 
he 
ju st pu lled off his shoes and hit the 
“sack” (his bu nk). He said he was 
a heav y sleeper and soon went to 


sleep. He had a feeling that his ship 
was throwing cans (depth charges) 
and hardly arou sed. Bu t the 
com­ 
motion got bigger and bigger and he 
got u p and lazily pu lled on his sox . 
Bu t he noticed the floor 
slanting 
ov er sideway s and he thou ght “gosh 
it is worse than cans.” So withou t 
shoes he and a bu ddy or two start­ 
ed for the u pper deck. Things were 
bu rsting and popping and the rear­ 
ward was shu t off. They dashed for 
the forward and when he got 
on 
deck he fou nd sev eral sailors clog­ 
ging arou nd a gu n. He said while he 
was down u nder the only thing 
he 
thou ght of was to get u p on 
top, 
and when he got on top the 
only 
thing he cou ld think of was to get 
down u nder. So he ju mped off into 
the water. The ship was broken 
in 
the middle. He 
swam 
abou t 
150 
y ards and located a raft that was 
so ov erloaded that it was three feet 
u nder water, bu t he managed to get 
one hand hold of something and then 
for two hou rs they were dashed in 
the cold waters. Thu rston said 
it 
looked slim to ev er get ou t, so he 
began to think of all the mean things 
he had ev er done. Ru t he say s, Radar 
is a wonderfu l thing in war, and af- 
t?r what seemed to he ages another 
destroy er came u p and pu lled them 
in. Later they were taken to Oran 
and giv en a long rest. Yes, men were 
lost, in fact, 52 enlisted men and 
fou r officers, and Thu rston say s h. 
knew ev ery one of them. “You see,” 
say s he, “on a destroy er, there are 
not 
so many bu t that in time 
one 
becomes acq u ainted with all.” See­ 
ing y ou r sailor pals go u nder is what 
hu rts a sailor su rv iv or. 
Thu rston finally landed back 
in 
New York abou t Dec. 1, got a new 
ou tfit, dressed u p and started 
for 
Hou ston where his parents now re­ 
side, while the father is 
bu ilding 
ships. He has 
plenty 
of 
>erv iee 
stripes, sev eral stars and insignia to 
show that in the short more than a 
y ear that he has been ou t 
of 
the 
sand storm high lands of Hamlin 
cou ntry . He has seen action of all 
kinds, been near death and wonder­ 
ed on strange su bjects. Shou ld 
he 
look a bit 
older? 
Thu rston 
say s 
“When I get ou t of this thing, 
I 
feel like I wou ld like to come Ix ack, 
settle down, may be marry and 
be 
q u iet the rest of my life.” Bu t lis­ 
ten to this; “ We lost the best ship 
afloat. Ou r commander has a pu ll 
in Washington, and while we fel­ 
low's are at home, he is try ing 
to 
get one of these new 
destroy ers, 
and I bet the Bristol will sail again 
and we’ll go get some more Ger- 


i mans” 
may be Japs. That’s the 
! way a sailor like Thu rston Hav ens 
{ feels abou t fighting. No he is 
not 
! whipped or licked ! 
! We can tell y ou this withou t blu sh- 
ing: It is fellows like ou r Thu rston 
Hav ens who will lick the stu ffin’ ou t 
of the Germans and the Japs.
